state law under which the local com 
pany of guards was formed some tlm 
ago, the' county commissioners are au 
thorized to furnish equipment for th 
guards, providing a special fund to 
this purpose. 


The meeting ot the board last week 


was attended by Capt. E. A. Latham 
and First Lieut. J. Shoesmlth of the 
.local company, who explained to the 
members ot the board what is needed 
\n the way of equipment for the com 
.pany. It was decided by the board to 
appropriate $7,000 for the necessary 
equipment, making the warrant pay 
«ble in 18 months, to give the geces 
eary time to provide a special fund to 
take care of the payment of the war 
rant.

NO CANKER IS FOUND 
DURING USt MONTH 


CITRUS CAMPAIGN HAS BEEN EF 


FECTIVE, BUT 
BOARD FEARS 


OTHER 
INFECTIONS 
DURING 


SPRING. 


The January report of the state 


plant board on the 'citrus canker 
situation In the state is notable for 
the fact that, for the first time since 
the fight against this menace began, 
the report does not show the finding 
of i any canker infected trees. 
The 


number of grove trees infected with 
canker during January, 1918, Is rep- 
resented by a big round 0. This does 
not mean that canker has been entire- 
ly eradicated, for the board says in 
its report that it expects to find 
some cabker making its appearance 
with the spring growth, but it does 
not expect to see a very large amount 
of it. It is evident that the pest is 
well under control, and far on the 
road to total eradication. 


It has been a long, hard fight, but, 


thanks to the untiring vigilance of the 
state plant board, aided by a liberal 
federal, appropriation, the end is in 
sight.. ' It is claimed that the period 
of possible infection lasts two years, 
and the groves must be watched for 
hat period before the growers can 
feel safe. 


From the report we get the follow- 


ng facts: The number of employes in 
he state is 246; the number of grove 
rees Inspected during January was 
1,374,947; the number of nursery trees 
nspected in the same time, 4,407,137; 
otal number of grove trees found in- 
ected from May 1. 1914, to Jan. 31, 
1917, 13,708; total number of nursery 
rees toand infected In same time.

Many causes -have contributed to create the necessity for 


a more intensive effort on the part of our people to save food 
n order that we may supply our associates in the war with the 
sustenance vitally necessary to them in these days of privation 
and stress. 
The reduced productivity of Europe because of 


;he large diversion of man-power to the war, the partial failure 
of harvests and the elimination through the destruction of 
shipping, places the burden of their subsistence very largely 
on our shoulders. 


The food administration has formulated suggestions 


which, if followed, will enable us to meet this great responsi- 
bility, without Any real inconvenience on our part. 


•In order that we may reduce our consumption of wheat 


and wheat products by 80 per cent—a reduction imperatively 
necesary to • provide the supply, overseas—wholesalers, job- 
>ers and retailers should purchase and resell to their customers 
only 70 per cent of the amounts used in 1917. 
All manu- 


facturers of alimentary pastes, biscuits, crackers, pastry and 
breakfast cereals should' reduce their purchases and consump- 
tion of wheat and wheat flour to 70 per cent of their require- 
ments, and all bakers of rolls and bread to 80 per cent of their 
current requirements. 
Consumers should reduce their pur- 


chase of wheat products .for home preparation to at most 70 
per cent of those of last year, or, when buying- bread, should 
purchase mixed cereal breads from the bakers. 


To provide sufficient cereal food, homes, public eating 


places, dealers and manufacturers should substitute potatoes, 
vegetables, corn, barley, oats and rice products, and the mixed 
cereal bread and other products of the bakers which contain 
an admixture of other cereals. 


In order that consumption may be restricted to this extent, 


Mondays and Wednesdays should be observed as wheatless 
days each week and one meal each day should be observed 
as a wheatless meal. 


In both homes and public eating places, in order to re- 


duce the consumption of beef, pork and sheep products, Tues- 
day should be observed as meatless day in each week, one 
meatless meal should be observed each day; and, in-addition, 
Saturday in each week should be observed as a day upon 
which there should be no consumption of pork products. 


A continued economy in the use of sugar will be necessary 


until the end of the war. 


It is imperative that 


MOVE TO REDISTRICT 


COUNTY IS STARTED 


all waste and unnecessary con- 


sumption of all sorts of foodstuffs be rigidly eliminated. 


The maintenance of health and strength of our own people 


is vitally necessary at this time, and there should be no danger- 
ous restriction of the food supply, but the elimination of waste 
and the substitution of other commodities of which we have 
more abundant supplies for those which we need to save will 
in no way impair the strength of our people, and will enable 
us to meet one of the most pressing obligations of the war. 


I, therefore, in the national interest, take the liberty of 


calling upon every loyal American to take fully to heart the 
suggestions which are being circulated by the food adminis- 
tration and of begging that they be followed. I am confident 
that the great body of our women who have labored so loyally 
in co-operation with the food administration for the success 
of food conservation •will strengthen their efforts and will take 
it as a part of their burden in this period of national service 
to see that the above suggestions are observed throughout 
the land.

COUNTY BOARD DECIDES TO'PUT 


THE MATTER UP TO PEOPLE 


OF THE COUNTY AND AWAIT 


DECISION. 


Realizing the injustice of the pres- 


ent .lines defining the road commis- 
sioners' districts in Volusia county, 
the board of county commissioners 
has taken up the matter of redlstrict- 
ing the county and will put the prop- 
osition up to the people to decide If 
they- want the new .districts formed. 


The agitation for a redistrictlng of 


the county has been on for a number 
of years and it has been realized for 
a long time that a majority of the 
people, paying a major portion of the 
axes, have been represented by two 


ot the board of county com 


mlsslonera, while a minority of the 
population, paying less than "half of 
the taxes, have been represented by 
three members of the board. It Is 
said that the present district lines 
were laid out in 1887, or 31 years ago. 


With a disposition to be fair with 


the people of all sections of the coun- 
:y, the present board of commission- 
ers has decided to give the people 
an opportunity to say if they want 
he 
county redistricted. 
Petitions 


have been prepared for circulation 
among the citizens of all parts ot the 
county and If these petitions arc 
signed by three fifths of the voters 
and presented to the board, the board 
will order an election on the matter, 
f a majority vote is cast for the 
proposition, the board will proceed 
to redlstrict. 


As showing the injustice ot the 


present lines, it is pointed out that in 
the last election, taking the vote .cast 
for state senator, there were 1350 
votes cast in the two East Coast com- 
missioners' districts, and 1242 votes 
cut In the other three districts, just 
one-half of these votes being in the 
city of DeLand. 


As a matter of justice the county 


should be redistricted, both as to road 
commissioners and school commis- 
sioners.

beans, cultivating, fertilizing and har- 
vesting the crop will be furnished 
when the seed is distributed. 


Sample pledge cards, with circulars 


explaining the government's need of 
castor oil and the plans for growing 
the war crop, as well as the rules 
for the prize contest, are being sent 
to prlcipals of all the schools in the 
territory embraced In Helm & Wal- 
ker's contract, and the principals are 
requested to explain the castor bean 
situation and the terms of the prise 
contest to the pupils of each school, 
and to supervise the filling out ad 
signing of the pledge cards.

DURING USt 
MONTH 


CITRUS CAMPAIGN HAS BEEN EF 


FECTIVE, BUT 
BOARD FEARS 


OTHER 
INFECTIONS 
DURING 


SPRING. 


The January report of the state 


plant board on the 'citrus canker 
situation in the state Is notable for 
the fact that, for the first time since 
the fight against this menace began 
the report does not show the finding 
of i any canker infected trees. 
The 


number of grove trees Infected with 
canker during January, 1918, Is rep- 
resented by a big round 0. This does 
not mean that canker has been entire 
ly eradicated, for the board says in 
its report that it expects 
to find 


some cabker making its appearance 
with the spring growth, but it does 
not expect to see a very large amount 
of it. It Is evident that the pest is 
well under control, and far on the 
road to total eradication. 


It has been a long, hard fight, but, 


thanks to the untiring vigilance of the 
state plant board, aided by a liberal 
federal, appropriation, the end is in 
sight., 'it is claimed that the period 
of possible infection lasts two years, 
and the groves must be watched for 
that period before the growers can 
feel safe. 


From the report we get the follow- 


ng facts: The number of employes in 
he state is 246; the number of grove 
rees inspected during January was 
,374,947; the number of nursery trees 
nspected In the same time, 4,407,137; 
otal number of grove trees found in- 
ected from May 1. 1914, to Jan. 31, 
917, 13,708; total number of nursery 
rees toand infected in same time. 
142,253; 
total number of "exposed" 


grove trees destroyed by permission 
>f the 'owners, 232,999; total number 
f nursery trees destroyed, 2,611,614. 
During 1914 there ware 4,327 grove 


rees found Infected with canker; 
urlng 1915 there ware 6,715 trees 
bund; during the year 1916 there 
were 2,294 trees found; and In Hi. 
there were but 372 trees found. These 
gures show the progress made yearly 
n the eradication of canker.

Many causes -have contributed to create the necessity for 


a more intensive effort on the part of our people to save food 
n order that we may supply our associates in the war with the 
sustenance vitally necessary to them in these days of privation 
and stress. 
The reduced productivity of Europe because of 


he large diversion of man-power to the war, the partial failure 
of harvests and the elimination through the destruction of 
shipping, places the burden of their subsistence very largely 
on our shoulders. 


The food administration 
has formulated suggestions 


which, if followed, will enable us to meet this great responsi- 
bility, without Any real inconvenience on our part. 


•In order that we may reduce our consumption of wheat 


nd wheat products by 80 per cent—a reduction imperatively 
necesary to • provide the supply, overseas—wholesalers, job- 
>ers and retailers should purchase and resell to their customers 
only 70 per cent of the amounts used in 1917. 
All manu- 


facturers of alimentary pastes, biscuits, crackers, pastry and 
breakfast cereals should' reduce their purchases and consump- 
tion of wheat and wheat flour to 70 per cent of their require- 
ments, and all bakers of rolls and bread to 80 per cent of their 
current requirements. 
Consumers should reduce their pur- 


chase of wheat products .for home preparation to at most 70 
per cent of those of last year, or, when buying- bread, should 
'purchase mixed cereal breads from the bakers. 


To provide sufficient cereal food, homes, public eating 


places, dealers and manufacturers should substitute potatoes, 
vegetables, corn, barley, oats and rice products, and the mixed 
cereal bread and other products of the bakers which contain 
an admixture of other cereals. 


In order that consumption may be restricted to this extent, 


Mondays and Wednesdays should be observed as wheatless 
days each week and one meal each day should be observed 
as a wheatless meal. 


In both homes and public eating places, in order to re- 


duce the consumption of beef, pork and sheep products, Tues- 
day should be observed as meatless day in each week, one 
meatless meal should be observed each day; and, in- addition, 
Saturday in each week should be observed as a day upon 
which there should be no consumption of pork products. 


A continued economy in the use of sugar will be necessary 


until the end of the war. 


It is imperative that

all waste and unnecessary con- 


sumption of all sorts of foodstuffs be rigidly eliminated. 


The maintenance of health and strength of our own people 


is vitally necessary at this time, and there should be no danger- 
ous restriction of the food Supply, but the elimination of waste 
and the substitution of other commodities of which we have 
more abundant supplies for those which we need to save will 
in no way impair the strength of our people, and will enable 
us to meet one of the most pressing obligations of the war. 


I, therefore, in the national interest, take the liberty of 


calling upon every loyal American to take fully to heart the 
suggestions which are being circulated by the food adminis- 
tration and of begging that they be followed. I am confident 
that the great body of our women who have labored so loyally 
in co-operation with the food administration for the success 
of food conservation •will strengthen their efforts and will take 
it as a part of their burden in this period of national service 
to see that the above suggestions are observed throughout 
the land.

COUNTY BOARD DECIDES TO'PUT 


THE MATTER UP TO PEOPLE 


OF THE COUNTY AND AWAIT 


DECISION. 


Realizing the injustice of the pres- 


ent .lines defining the road commis- 
sioners' districts in Volusia county, 
the board of county commissioners 
has taken up the matter of redlstrict- 
ing the county and will put the prop- 
osition up to the people to decide If 
they, want the new .districts formed. 


The agitation for a redistrictlng of 


the county has been on for a number 
of years and it has been realized for 
a long time that a majority of the 
people, paying a major portion of the 
axes, have been represented by two 


of the board of county com- 


missioners, while a minority of the 
population, paying less than "half of 
the taxes, have been represented by 
three members of the board. It Is 
said that the present district lines 
were laid out in 1887, or 31 years ago. 


With a disposition to be fair with 


the people of all sections of the coun- 
:y, the present board of commission- 
ers has decided to give the people 
an opportunity to say If they want 
the county redistricted. 
Petitions 


lave been prepared for circulation 
among the citizens of all parts of the 
county and if these petitions are 
signed by three fifths of the voters 
and presented to the board, the board 
will order an election on the matter, 
f a majority vote is cast for the 
proposition, the board will proceed 
to redistrict. 


As showing the injustice of the 


present lines, it is pointed out that in 
the last election, taking the vote .cast 
for state senator, there were 1350 
votes cast in the two East Coast com- 
missioners' districts, and 1242 votes 
cast In the other three districts, just 
one-half of these votes being In the 
city of DeLand. 


As a matter of justice the county 


should be redistricted, both as to road 
commissioners and school commis- 
sioners.

Origin of th* Greek Church. 


Apart from theological discussions, 


such as those rising from the addition 
of the words, "and the son," in the 
creed, tbe separation of the Latin and 
Greek churches may be traced to the 
founding of Constantinople and the 
political division of tbe Roman em- 
pire, according to a Bible student. 
Ignatius, patriarch of Constantinople, 
had been deposed, and was succeeded 
by Photlus, who summoned a counclf 
of the Bast In 867, and passed sen- 
tence of excommunication on the bish- 
op of Borne. The churches became re- 
united towards tbe end of th« ninth 
century, and remained so until tbe 
middle of the eleventh century, when 
In 1054 Michael Cerularlus, patriarch 
of the East, renewed the condemna- 
tion of the Latin church, and was In 
turn excommunicated by Pope Leo 
IX. Efforts 
toward reunion were 


made from time to time, and at Fer- 
rara (1489) the Greek prelates signed 
a decree of union, but were forced 
by the people and clergy to repudiate 
It. 
Slnee then tbe two communions 


have remained separate.

Origin of the Greek Church. 


Apart from theological discussions, 


such as those rising from the addition 
of the words, "and the son," In the 
creed, the separation of the Latin and 
Greek churches may be traced to the 
founding of- Constantinople and the 
political division of the Roman em 
plre, according to a Bible student. 
Ignatius, patriarch of Constantinople, 
had been deposed, and was succeeded 
by Photlus, who summoned a council 
of the Bast In 867, and passed sen- 
tence of excommunication on the bish- 
op of Borne. The churches became re- 
united towards the end of the ninth 
century, and remained so until toe 
middle of the eleventh century, when 
In 1064 Michael Cerularlus, patriarch 
at the East, renewed the condemna- 
tion of the Latin church, and was In 
turn excommunicated by Pope Leo 
IX. Efforts toward reunion were 
made from time to time, and at Fer- 
rara (1489) the Greek prelates signed 
a decree of union, but were forced 
by the people and clergy to repudiate 
It. Since then the two communions 
have remained separate.
